LONDON, Oct. 8.—BEnglish »ews- 
papers and public men now are 
busy taking stock after the railroad 
strike. One fact that emerges from 
the discussion is that the public is 
determined that some method must 
be worked out to prevent the life 
of the country from being threat- 
ened in the future by a union-labor 
disturbance. 

On the labor side it is suggested 
that the committee of fourteen rep- 
resentative leaders of all trades 
whose intervention brought about 
the setilement be made a perma- 
nent and empowered to deal 
with the government in all union- 
labor disputes in the future. 

On the government side it is sug- 
gested that a permanent industrial 
council be set up to deal with un- 
ion-labor troubles. 

The two schemes are not incom- 
patible and the probability is that 
some plan combining both will be 
adopted. 

WANT GEDDES’ SCALP. 

The demand for the resignation 
of Sir Eric Geddes as transport 
minister still is growing and is find- 
ing support even among the Tories. 
The London Daily Express attacks 
him this morning on the score of 
lack of tact. 

“The first conclusion would ap- 
pear to be that though business men 
in high places of the government 
were of great value during the war 
and may be of value after peace, it 
should be recognized they requirs 
political training before they can 
handle industrial disputes, not as 
employers, but as ministers of the 
crown,” it says. “It is not ex- 
pedient that the whole nation 
should suffer for the lack of tact 
of one individual.” 

When a minister who is recog- 
nized as a Tory is thus attacked 
in the house of his friend, it is fair 
to assume that his tenure of of- 
fice will not be prolonged. 

WANT MINES NATIONALIZED.

LONDON, Oct. $.—A deputation 
of British miners will call on Pre- 
mier Lioyd George to urge com- 
plete nationalization of mines. 

This step will be taken in accord- 
ance with a resolution adopted at 
the recent trades union congress at 
Glasgow, which pledged the con- 
gress to co-operate with the miners’ 
federation in compelling the gov- 
ernment to accept the majority re- 
port submitted by the coal commis- 
sion, headed by Sir John Sankey.

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY 
ACT IS NOW REPEALED. 


ENACTED IN 1911, NEVER EF- 
FERCTIVE BECAUSE CANADA 
REFUSED TO ACCEPT IT.

WASHINGTON, Oct.. 9.—The Ca 
nadian Heciprocity Act which threw 
both Canada and the United States 
into a turmotl In 1911 was repealed 
today by the House without a dis 
senting vote and without a roll call 

While the act has been a law for 
this country during the past nine 
years the treaty proposed by Presi 
dent Taft was not accepted by Can 
ada and never became a law in thaf 
country. 

Its repeal was brought about b) 
preasure from the Congressmen of 
the border States and from the grair 
belt. They had never favored the 
treaty in the first Instance because 
it threatened competition with free 
Canadian agricultural products, but 
were whipped into line by sentiment 
that Mr. Taft had created. Although 
Canada had rejected the treaty, or 
its reciprocal aims for breaking 
down tariff walls, some apprehension 
was felt by these Congressmen that 
there might come a change of senti- 
ment in Canada and later ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. 

Defeat of the reciprocity pact by 
the Canadian people came after ‘a 
bitter fight during which Mr. Taft 
exercised all his influence as Presi- 
dent of the United States to win the 
Canadian people to its acceptance. 
An argument us#ed by its Canadian 
opponents to bring about failure of 
ratification was found In a speech 
made in the House by Congressman 
Champ Clark, then Democratic floor 
leader, whe alluded toe the possibil- 
ity or the desirability of the “an- 
nexation™” of Canada. This was too 
much for the Canadians to stand.

UNIFORMS FOR RESERVISTS. 


The Secretary of War directs that 
reserve officers not on active 
may wear the uniform of their corps 
and rank on occasions of military 
ceremony on public holidays such as 
Memoria] Day, etc., and when en- 
gaged in the military instruction of 
or when responsible for the military

The red chevron has been 
prescribed. Reserve officers wear- 
ing the uniform under this provision 
must wear the uniform of the corps, 
rank or grade, enlisted or com- 
missioned, that they were authorized 
to wear at the date of their dis- 
charge. The prescribed red chevron 
must then be worn and the collar 
insignia should not have the super- 
imposed 
The Secretary of War directs that 
officers of the aviation section, re- 
serve corps, shall wear the insignia 
of the air service and not that of 
the Signal Corps.

|HUNGARIANS IN 


Without Any Disorder. 


Police is a Trick. 


Seize Church Property. 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH | 


The Rumanians evacuated Raab in 
Western Hungary Saturday morn- 
ing, and the Hungarian forces moved 
in. There was no disorder. The 
Rumanians, who agreed to furnish 
the Budapest police with rifies. de- 
livered an assortment of weapons 
of Givers patterns they had substi- 
tuted for others. 


Having looted Hungary aimost 
bere the Rumanians are now at- 
tempting to seize the property of 
the Roman Catholic church. Frus- 
trated temporarily Ly the vigtiance 
of the Americans here, they had the 
insolence to defy the action of the 
Allied military mission, say 
they will take the property in ques- 
tion anyhow on their own responsi- 
bility. Their actions brought a 
strong protest from the Catholic 
archbishop of Eeztergom, the pri- 
mate of Hungary. 
CLAIM MUSEUM PROPERTY. 
Tt is learned from undeniable au- 
thority that the Rumanians have 
Claimed certain objects in the na- 
tional museum, which the Allied 
mission decided they shouldn't have, 
unless passed on by a committee of 
the mission. 

Nevertheless, word came to Gen. 
Bandholtzg, last night, that the Ru- 
manians were preparing to loot the 
museum, so he, in company with 
Col. Loree and one soldier, went 
to the museum to investigate. 

He found a strong guard of Ru- 
manians. He learned that the Ru- 
manian general, Serbescue, had 
been there with fourteen trucks to 
carry off the objects desired. The 
Girector of the museum refused to 
deliver the keys, and Serbescue 
went away saying he would return 
in the morning and take the things by 
force. If necessary, he would «et 
an order from Madarescue and Dia- 
mands, the Rumanian diplomatic 
representatives, to get the articles. 
BANDHOLTZ TAKES KEYS. 
Bandholtz took the keys, sealed 
the doors, and left a note telling of 
his action, declaring that the prop- 
erty of the museum was under the 
protection of the Allied mission. His 
action was approved Ly the Allied 
mission, and the Rumanian com- 
mand was notified. 


In spite of this, however, the 
mission later received a i ietter 
signed, “Madarescue and  Dia- 


mands,” that they would take the 
articles and assume the responsibil- 
ity. They have not vet done so. 
The mission awaits developments. 
The Archbishop of Esztergom, 
primate of Hungary, has written the 
mission, saying the objects the Rt- 
manians wish to remove are main- 
ly the former private collection of 
the late Bishop of Nagyvarad, who 
loaned the collection to the prince 
primate on condition that it be used 
to form the integral part of the 
Christian museum of Esztergom or 
Ludapest. 


AMERICA WILL NOT 
YIELD TO MEXICO. 


FIGH?P FOR ELIMINATION 
OBJECTIONABLE OIL DE- 
CREES TO CONTINUE,

(EXCLUSIVE DisraTcCH.} 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—With the 
confirmation of the report that the 
Senate of Mexico had rejected the 
Senate committee petroleum Dill, it 
was learned today from an official 
source that the United States gov- 
ernment has no intention of yielding 
in its contention for American oll 
interests rights in Mexico. Assur- 
ance has been receiv Pd officially from 
Great Britain and cee that those 
two governments, which protested 
against the “confiscatory” features 
of the Queretaro constitution at the 
same time the United States made 
its protests, will continue to demand 
for their nationals the protection ac- 
corded foreigners in all civilized 
countries under international law. 
Information received today from 
Mexico City through official chan- 
nels gives reassurance to the State 
Department officials showing that 
there is a majority sentiment in 
Mexico, and even in the Mexican 
Congress, that legally-acquired 
rights of nationals and foreigners 
must be protected or Mexico cannot 
hope to gain for herself a place 
among the leading nations of the 
world. This stand has already been 
taken openly by many members of 
the Mexican Congress during the 
debates on the Senate petroleum 
bill, detailed reports of which have 
been sent to the State Department. 
Article X XVII of the new constitution 
has come in for much comment in 
these debates, and several members 
of the Senate have announced that 
they will personally present amend- 
ments to that article, which is the 
‘confiscatory” article of the consti- 
tution against which Great Britain, 
France, The Netherlands and the 
United States have protested.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. §.-—-There 
are ample shpplies of the most es- 
sential food commodities to feed the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Despite 
all the oratory being expended 
from time flo time by American 
and Japanese officials to demon- 
strate the fraternity of the United 
Stafes and Japan, it is beginning to 
be recognized in Washington that 
the relations of the two governments 
are not all that could be desired. 
Wherever Americans and Japa- 
nese have been thrown together in 
Siberia and China there has been 
increasing friction between the two 
races, as a result of which the 
United States has accumulated an 
impressive budget of grievances 
against the Tokio government, 
The administration realizes the 
dangers of the situation and is re- 
peatedly protesting to Tokio and de- 
manding satisfaction for affronts to 
the United States. 
LANSING IS SILENT. 
Secretary of State Lansing would 
neither deny nor affirm today the 
authenticity of the cabled report 
from Tokio that the United Sta 
had protested against the failure of 
the Japanese to afford protection to 
American engineers in the Japanese 
zone of the Siberian railroad and 
had threatened to withdraw Ameri- 
can troops from Siberia. Secretary 
of War Baker says the situati:n is 
constantly changing in Siberia and 
that he is receiving detailed reports 
from Gen. Graves, who is tn com- 
mand of the American troops there, 
but he declined to indicate the char- 
acter of the genefal’s reports. 
There was friction from the start 
between the American and Japanese 
governmenta over the Siberian ex- 
pedition. Tokio accused Washington 
of having dispatched more than the 
7500 men agreed upon and made 
this the pretext for marching an 
army of more than 60,000 Japanese 
into Siberia. American protests 
eventually caused the withdrawal of 
al part of the Japanese forces 
from the interior to the sea coast.

Numerous other instances of trou- 
ble between Japanese and American 
troops are recorded in War Depart- 
ment reports. American soldiers in 
Siberia complain pretty generally of 
the hostility of the Japanese. 

The Tien-tsin incident, involving 
gross outrages by Japanese upon 
American soldiers and officials, 
caused the United States to demand 
apologies of Tokio and reparation. 
Japan sought to close the incident 
by causing loc@® Japanese officials 
in China to express regrets to the 
American officials. This did not 
satisfy Washington, however, and 
am animated diplomatic correspon- 
dence hag ensued over the American 
demand« for formal and complete 
satisfaction. Up to date Japan has 
not apologized. 

Shantung has proved another 
thorn. President Wilson, endeavor- 
ing to remove opposition to the 
peace treaty in the Senate, has been 
seeking to induce Tokio to fix a 
date for the restoration of Shantung 
to China... Japan bas not taken 
kindly to the suggestion. 

PACIFIC COAST QUESTION. 

The “peaceful penetration” of the 
Pacific Coast States by the Japanese 
is again becoming a burning question 
in that section and charges have 
been heard frequently in Congress 
of late that Tokio is violating the 
“gentlemen's agreement” to prevent 
Japanese laborers from emigrating 
to the United States. 

It was in the midst of these con- 
troversies that the administration 
dispatched Admiral Rodman to the 
Pacific with an American fleet and 
published a letter to the admiral 
from which Japan was able to glean 
the pointed idea that the United

This hint, however, does not ap- 
pear to have impressed Japan suf- 
ficiently to yield to the various de- 
mands of the United States. Per- 
haps that is because Rodman’s fleet 
is not actually superior to the Japa- 
nese in strength.

Mrs. Mumm gaid she was in haste 
for Congress to act, explaining that 
she had obtained lagt June a legal 
separation from Walter Mumm, 
whom she described as a “man 
without a country.” She married 
Mumm in England in 1913 and lived 
with him in France until 1918. 

Mumm had lived most of his life 
in France, although his mother 
made her home in Germany. At 
the outbreak of the war France 
seized oe Mumm property in France 
and threatened Walter Mumm with 
internment, he having failed to take 
out naturalization papers in France. 
Mumm went to Germany and was 
pressed into service by the German 
authorities. 

American citizenship is desired by 
Mrs. Mumm, she explained, in order 
that she might make her claim for 
her interests in the Mumm proper- 
ties in France. This she cannot do 
under the French laws because she 
is recognized as the wife of a Ger- 
man subject, and the American law 
of. 1907 provides that any Ameri- 
can woman marrying a foreigner 
the citizenship of her hus- 


She disclaimed any thought of 
collusion in seeking American citi- 
zenship in order to obtain a portion 
of the Mumm properties and save 
them for Walter Mumm, and de- 
clared her separation from her hus- 
band was final and that she intend- 
ed making the United States her 
permanent home. 


SUES COLUMBIA’S HEAD. 


Professor, Accused of Disloyalty, 
Claims He was Slandered. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Prof. J. 
McKeen Cattell brought suit in the 
Supreme Court today against 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
and four other trustees of Columbia 
University for $11,500 damages. 

He had for twenty-six years been 
professor of psychology at the unl- 
versity when he was dismissed for 
alleged disloyalty to the govern- 
ment. His son, Owen, ran away 
and was captured in New Orleans 
after having been arrested on a 
charge of trying to evade the Selec- 
tive Service Act. The profagsor's 
suit is based on his discharge. 

The others named in the suit 
were Geotge Lingraham, former 
presiding justice of the Appelate 
4ivision of the Supreme Court: 
John P. Pine, Francis 8. Bangs and 
Stephen S. Baker. They constituted 
a committee which was appointed 
by the main body of the trustees 
to investigate the charges against 
Prof. Cattell. 

It wae charged that he had at 
various times made remarks in the 
classroom that were calculated to 
breed a spirit of pacifism, if not dis- 
loyalty, toward the United States. 
After an investigation by the com- 
mittee. Prof. Cattelh waa suspended 
October 1, 1917, and although he 
made repeated efforta to be rein- 
stated he was never taken back.

He was 
naturalized as an American citizen 
at Sacramento and was for twenty- 
one years an employee of the South- 
ern Pacific there and in this city. 
Later he was for fourteen years 
foreman of the upholstery shops of 
the Pacific Electric. When the 
Lusitania was sunk he warmly de- 
fended America and condemned 
Germany, his attitude resulting 1n 
quarrels with certain of his fellow- 
emplovees, his lawyers say. 

When the world war first broke 
out Mr. Schmitt tried to join the 
Prench army through the _ local 
consular office, but was rejected on 
account of his age. He tried again 
to enlist In the American army 
when this country entered the war. 
but was again rejected for the same 
reason. He offered his home at 557 
West Forty-first street for the use 
of patriotic committees and it was 
in constant use as precinct head- 
quarters for the sale of Liberty 
Ronds. War Saving Stamps, speak- 
ing campaigns, etc. He himself 
bought bonds of every issue, though 
a man of limited means. Up to 
the time of his arrest he was fore- 
man of the upholstery department 
ef a locq) shipyard.

SURRENDER AMERICANISM. 


“We are unwilling to ac:,ulesce in 
the closed shop because we. believe 
that by so doing we surrender 
American neiples, the freedom of 
contract, the right of men to work 
together as employer and employee 
upon a basis alone of fairness, jus- 
tice and efficiency. The right to con- 
duct one’s business as he sees ‘it, 
provided he does not harm his fel- 
lowmen thereby, is a sacred Ameri- 
can privilege. 

“We are not opposed to each craft 
having a union of its own for the ad- 
vancement of efficiency of its mem- 
bers which would be for the ultimate 
good of its organization. 

“We have enjoyed unusual pros- 
perity for several years and there is 
no reason why it should not continue 
under open-shop methods. There is 
an unusual amount of duilding de- 
manded, which causes a scarcity of 
skilled workmen, but we du not be- 
lieve that such condition justifies a 
demand for a closed-shop town. On 
the other hand, we feel that if the 


per cent. unionized, it would only be 
a short time until every class of 
work in our midst would he unfon- 
ized. n that was done, a strike 
would be called, we would say, in 
any class of work and a sympathetic 
strike could be called with all the 
affiliated unions, which would mean 
that every business activity In our 
city would cease.”

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DOCTOR A CING 
UGEY CHARGES. 


Patient Says He Drugged and 
Then Mistreated Her. 


Also Alleges Use of Knife to 
Further His Ends. 


She Seeks Damages; He is 
Indefinitely Absent. 

In a $20,000 damage suit filed 
here yesterday by Mrs. Geraldine 
McWhirter, she accuses Dr. Regi- 
nald S. Petter of using the sur- 
geon’s knife and dangerous drugs 
lupen her body for the purpose of 
serving his own interests and de- 
| sires instead of for proper treat- 
ment. J. Everett Brown is Mrs. 
McWhirter's attorney. Efforts to 
reach the physician for his side of 
the unusual story found in the com.- 
plaint were unsuccessful. 
Mra. McWhirter alleges that she 
was made a véctim of Dr. Petter 
while under the influence of chloro- 
form, and while in such condition, 
was operated upon by Dr. Petter, 
and in other ways made to serve 
his ends without her knowledge or 
consent. From the medical point of 
view, as well as from the unusual 
assertions made in the coniplaint. 
the document is one of the most re- 
markable ever filed in this county. 
The continual use of these tac- 
tics and the constant resort te 
chloroform ang other drugs, not 
only wrecked the physical, mental 
and nervous welfare of the plaintiff. 
but left her an addict to the drugs 
Mrs. McWhirter’s complaint states 


IN DIVORCDE CASE, 


The damage suit recalls the fact 
that Mra. McWhirter, who is 30 
years old, and for syme time past 
has been a resident of this city, 
was named as a co-respondent in the 
divorce action brought by Mra. Al- 
mira Petter, Dr. Petter’s wife, last 
January. That the revelations con- 
tained in the complaint made by 
Mrs. McWhirter will be used as evi. 
dence in the divorce action, and 
that his client will appear as a wit- 
ness for Mrs. Petter. was. Attorney 
Brown's statement. 

Mrs. Petter’s sult was filed Jan- 
uary 28, but no action had beep 
taken so far, Mr. Brown stated. A 
move to have the case go by defalilt 
will be made by the attorneys. Mrs. 
Petter’s complaint named Reginald 
S. Petter, and three relatives as de- 
fendants. Mrs. McWhirter and an- 
other woman were named as co-re- 
spondents. The relatives of Dr. Pet- 
ter were named as. defendants be- 
cause, it was alleged in the com- 
plaint, the physician deeded his 
property to them in order that Mrs. 
Petter would be unable to ‘claim any 
of it. The property involved is said 
to be valued at more than $50,000. 


INDEFINITE VACATION. 


Dr. Petter could not be reached 
at his office yesterday. “The doc- 
tor is away on his vacation,” was 
the answer received over the tele- 
phone by the reporter. 

“When do you expect him to re- 
turn?" 

“His vacation, is an indefinite 
one,” was the repiy. The speaker 
who Was a woman and said she wag 
Dr. Petter's sister, then added that 
the office will be closed in a few 
days. 

According to the story of Attorney 
Brown, Mrs. McWhirter was sent to 
Dr. Petter by a friend. After the 
first visit, the doctor told her to 
come again. When she called the 
seventh time, Dr. Petter is alleged 
by Mr. Brown to have used drugs 
on her and to have mistreated her. 


That she had “visions,” brought 
about by the drugs and long and 
concentrated g@ zing at Mrs. Me- 


Whirter, and that eventually she lost 
all control of herself and was at the 
mercy of the physician, is anothor 
charge made by the woman against 
Dr, Petter. The continuation of the 
association with the Physician 
brought great unhappiness and dis- 
ee in her home life, Mr. Brown 
said. 

The operation, according to Mr. 
Brown, was performed at a local 
hospital. Mrs. McWhirter’s father 
was not allowed to be present at 
first, but finally succeeded in gain- 
ing admittance to the operating- 
room after the alleged wrong oper- 
ation was performed. The result of 
this operation was to bring Mra 
McWhirter in a state that placed her 
all the more at the physician's 
mercy, the attorney declared. 

In the course of his associations 
with the woman, the physician is al- 
leged to have brought her to a state 
where she had to resort to the use 
of chloroform almost continually, 
and while undor the influence of the 
drugs was unable to protest against 
any action of the physician, the 
charges state. 

The affair lasted more than a year 


|and a half, and up to the 4th {nst., 


Mr. Brown says. About four weeks 
ago Mrs. McWhirter was sent to 
several physicians who are sald to 
have substantiated her story. That 
Dr. Petter attempted to take Mrs. 
MeWhirter out of town and keep her 
from making any statements against 
her, was another allegation made by 
Attorney Brown yesterday. 

Mrs, Petter and Dr. Petter were 
married July 16, 1902. They sepa- 
rated in November, 1918. One child, 
a daughter 12 years old, is now in 
custody of Mre. Petter.

but there were other claimants equally de- 
sirous of obtaining that gem of the Adri- 
atic; and the conference decided that Jugo- 
Slavia should have Flume and Italy should 
have certain other things. . 

This gave to D’Annunzio a dramatic op- 
portunity to jump out in the diamond, shout 
“Kill the ump!” and claim the game. His 
love for Italy is unquestionably sincere; 
but it is that blind passion which causes 
one to hate all else. D’Annunzio isn't a 
Statesman, but a crazy crusader, one of 
those firebrands that should have been kept 
away from the powder can until the peace 
treaty was ratified. The Italian commis- 
sioners at the Peace Conference signed the 
treaty with its award of Fiume to Jugo- 
Siavia. The King of Italy has issued a 
royal decree ratifying the treaty. But, by 
reason of the frenzy of D’Annunzio and his 
followers, the Italian flag is floating over 
Fiume. 

Like many another half-baked enthusiast, 
D’Annunzio is more dangerous to his own 
people than an armed enemy. He has fired 
the Italian populace with‘a frenzy to make 
of the Adriatic an Italian lake. The cry 
of “Italy first” is welling from thousands 
of heated Latin throats. The Italian gov- 
ernment is aware that it is breaking faith 
with its Allies by holding Fiume; the Crown 
Council has been debating over the situa- 
tion for weeks; but the jingo element in 
Italy ig so strong that there is a grave 
danger of civil war if the Italian govern- 
ment alone attempts to drive D'Annunzio 
from the city and turn it over to the Jugo- 
Slavs. 

Like many another fanatic, D’Annunzio 
sought to ald bis country and has succeeded 
only in forcing it to the verge of civil war. 
It was at the end of a three-days’ sitting 
of the Crown Council that King Victor Em- 
manuel issued the decree of ratification of 
the peace treaty. It is possible that the 
Italian statesmen concluded that it would 
be well to have the government backed br 
the League of Nations in settling the fate 
of Fiume. 

Perhaps D’Agnunzio rendered service ts 
his country and to the Allies during the 
war; but it must be remembered that he 
was always up in the air and that he has 
not yet alighted. His crowning feat was 
to lead a squadron of Italian airplanes over 
Vienna; but his erratic temperament was 
illustrated by the fact that the squadron 
carried only paper bombs, including some 
of D’Annunzio’s futurist epics. He believed 
in bombarding the brains and not the 
bodies of his country’s enemies. It was 
dramatic; but it wasn’t war. It was asinin- 
ity 


For a time previous to the war D'Annun- 
aio Was banished from Venice by popular 
clamor because he tried to start a move- 
ment to have all the canals drained in the 
interest of sanitation. He had flown over 


the city in an airplane and scattered 


pamphiets setting forth that Venice was 
a decaying city, that it smelled of death, 
that ite famous palaces should be torn 
down and modern buildings, designed by 
futurist architects, erected in their places. 
The old art treasures meant nothing to 
him and his futurist following: for they 
held that works of the ancients were not 
art. 

D’Annhunzio had also been a trouble. 
maker for the Italian government before 
the war. In one of bis air flichts he dis- 
tributed pamphiets demanding that Italy 
should declare war on Austria-Hungary. 
Th's took place a year before the great 
‘ar )roke. The Austrian government pro- 
tested and D’Annunzio was “warned.” 

But in his attack on the findines of the 
Peace Conference D’Annunzio is furnishing 
& powerful argument for the immediate es: 
tablishment of the League of Nations. He 
ls causing the italian government to break 
faith with Italy's allies. Yet the appeal 
which he Bas made to the insular patriot- 
ism of Italy has awakened such a response 
that for the Ttalian government alone to 
attempt to drive him from Fiume now 
might precipitate civil war. Under the 514 
conditions the position of the government 
at home would be grave indeed: it would 
mean a choice between war with neich 
boring states and civil] war. But with the 
power of the League of Nation« beck of 
the Italian government the solution of the 
prohiem is creatly simplihed 

D’'Annunzio’s exploit impresses one with 
the virtue af the e4vice given by Ch«ries 


V of Spain in the Middle Ages concerning | 


the treatment of the poets in his realm: 
“Feed the poets but don’t fatten them, and 
4on't put them in any position of authority.” 


ASEBALL GUORY. 

America’s sporting classic ended yes 
terday with the fifth defeat of the once 
mighty but now humbled Chicago White 
Sox by the @Gincinnati Reds. The gonfalon 
of baseball premiership thus passes from 
the American League back to the Nation- 
als and, what means ‘infinitely more to 
every native of ‘Ohio, the city of Cincin- 
nati has its name fixed in the sporting: an- 
nals of the country. 

It was a great day for the sons of the 
Buckeye State wherever they happened to 
be domiciled. They walked the streets of 
Los Angeles with a strut that made the 
teeth of every former citizen of Chicago 
gnash. If the New York, Philadelphia or 
Pittsburgh team had turned the trick the 
humiliation would have been less. Those 
teams have a high record and American 
League teams have always considered them 
foemen worthy of their steel. But for low. 
ly Cincinnati, a team that has been ntum- 
bered with the also-rans for twenty-five 
years, to turn and wallop the mighty Sox 
until they looked like bush leaguers-—it 
was as unthinkable as a Republican vic 
tory in Texas. But it happened. Today 
the tribesmen from the headwaters of the 
Scioto, the Miami and the Muskingum are 
eating real beefsteak and buying automo- 
biles, while the sporting talent of Chicago 
are returning to their traditional uncle the 
winter overcoats that they tovk out of 
pawn the day after the American League 


season closed. 


Cincinnati regards the victory as the tri- 
umph of justice over soulless might. It 
sees a labor of years brought to a happy 
fruition. Hope oft deferred that has sick- 
ened so many a Buckeye heart has finally 
fulfilled its highest promise; and if the 
Presidential primaries were to be held next 
week there is smal] doubt that the vote of 
Ohio would be cast for a young man with 
a retiring disposition and sinuous tendons 
who held the White Sox to one run in 
sixteen innings and cinched the pennant 
for Cincinnati. 


NIONIZED TEACHERS—NO! 

The laborunion wolves, after a year 
of skulking about the Los Angeles schools 
for an opening, have at last come into the 
open with thejr efforts to induce the teach- 
ers of the city to join the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Months ago The Times 
exposed this plot to unionize the schools 
and spread union propaganda among the 
children of the city through its teachers. 
At the very time a committee of teachers 
were at Labor Temple the unions denied 
that they were contemplating a labor union 
of teachers. And now a public meeting is 
held and we are told that 300 school-teach- 
ers heard an organizer tell why they should 
take out union cards in the Federation of 
Labor. 

The attempt to organize a labor union 
of school-teachers is a blow at the very 
soul of the city—its school. Unions of the 
city’s policemen and firemen have been 
started, and witb a union of teachers in 
existence the beginning will have been 
made for class control of the city by, for 
and of the labor unions and strikers in- 
stead of government by. for and of all the 
people. For the policemen, the firemet 
and the teachers help form the keystone 
of the arch, the foundation of the watch 
tower of democracy, of law and of order 
and safety. Well micht Sam Gompers drive 
his organizers to work for control of these 
three arms of the public service. 

The danger is here. it is real. But it 


tan be met now before it is too late. In 


Boston the laborunion foes of the public 
peace and safety secured the upper band he- 
fore their sinister designs were discovered 
and extra efforts were required to meet 
the peril, [tut it was met. and an entire 
nation applauded at the action of the Bos. 
ton citizens.

Let the Board of Education 
now call a meeting of the teachers and at 
that meeting let each and every member 
of the board tell the teachers that they 
cannot serve the unions and the city at 
the same time. 

Firmness is needed. Will the members 
of the Board of Education show that they 
stand fast for truth, fairness and. freedom 
under the law for all? 


TESTIMONY. 
The unions do not give a hoot for the 


welfare of the individual workman. Ther 
destroy his initiative and reduce him to the 
drab existence of a cog in a machine. But 
should the individual gain the shoulder- 
straps of a labor organizer the situation 
changes. The organizer is a person to be 
pampered and protected to the uttermost. 
All the forces of the union will be called 
out to avenge an insult to the organizer. 

When Sam Gompers testified before the 
Senate steel-strike query the only instances 
where violence on the part of company of- 
ficials was charged were where the organ- 
izers of the union were the sufferers. If an 
ordinary striker got rapped on the conk it 
mattered little, but if a regular organizer 
was beaned while “in the performance of 
his duty”— which might mean leading a 
mob—why, there would be the dickens to 
pay. If necessary an entire industry would 
be wiped out to avenge the insult. 

One of the cases described at much 
length was that of Jefferson D. Pierce. It 
was stated in Mr. Gompers’s sworn testt- 
mony that Pierce was a union organizer 
who had gone into one of the stee! com- 
pany’s mills in the process of unionizing 
the employees, but was. set on by officers 
of the corporation and beaten so badly that 
he died of the injuries. My, but it was a 
brutal and distressing case which would 
fire with indignation the blood of every 
loyal union man. 

Now it doth appear that the incident was 
ancient history. It happened in the days 
of long ago. Furthermore, the son of the 

man admits under his own affida- 
vit that his father’s Injuries were received 
in a fight which he had with an I.W.W. 
leader who was trying to organize the mill 
at the same time. As a matter of fact, the 
son sets forth that the father died of cancer 
@ year later. 

*Yet the case is set forth officially as a 
willful murder on the part of steel-trust of- 
ficials and Gompers has not hesitated at 
citing it himself. Since it happened dogens 
of honest workmen have been beaten or 
shot by strike leaders for no other crime 
than protecting their families by holding 
their jobs. 

That 
Was an unpardonable offense against the 
union, and if they were slain it was only 
their just deserts for refusing to respond 
to the will of the organizer. 

The labor union—that is the organizer— 
can do no wrong.
